The question of the good faith or 
bad faith of the publisher of the al- 
leged libel is in no way to be consid- 
ered by you in determining the ques- 
tion of libel or the amount of dam- 
ages, if any, which the plaintiff 
shall recover in order to compensate 
him for the injury, if any. done him, | 
the liability of the publisher for com- 
pensatory damages is the same that 
would be cast on him if the same 
publication were most evilly and 
malignantly designed. 

You are therefore instructed that 
if you find that the article in ques- 
tion here was published of and con- 
cerning the plaintiff and was so un- 
derstood by the readers thereof, then 
the plaintiff is entitled to a verdict 
at your hands in his favor for the 
full amount of damages which you 
find from the evidence he wagthere- 
by caused, even tho you should 
find that the publication was made 
entirely without malice.

HE TRAFFIC PROBLEM. 

Chief of Police Butler has made an ex- 
cellent addition to the traffic laws. Here 
after all motor cars intending to turn a 
corner are required to keep toward the mid- 
dle of the street. Cars intending to con- 
tinue straight on must hug the curbs. 
This new rule ought to help a little. As 
& remedy for our traffic problems, however, 
it is about equal to feeding a pink pill to 


right as far as it goes; but it doesn't 
very far. 

This traffic problem must be tackled at 
once and in a big, comprehensive way. 
Fussing it up with little rules will not save 
this city from an embarrassing crisis that 
is sure to come. 

Right now, the worst traffic conditions 
in the whole Id are found on Broadway 
from Third to Seventh streets. Chauffeurs 
who have driven cars in London, New York, 
Berlin, Vienna and other great centers of 
population say that Broadway, Los Angeles, 
is the most congested street in the world. 
Anybody who can drive down Broadway in 
this city can drive anywhere. 

Conditions are rapidly becoming worse. 
The time is already in sight when the con- 
gestion will become absolutely unbearable 
and beyond endurance. 

The hope of the police has been that the 
gradual spreading of the business district 
would equal the increase in the trafic. In 
other words, as the blood increased; it was 
hoped that new arteries would be automat- 
ically provided to carry it. But this hope 
has not been fulfilled. The number of mo- 
tor cars has increased faster than the room 
to put them in. A danger point has now 
been reached. A very slight swelling of 
the traffic will now dam up Broadway like 
a log jam. 

Although the remedy is not apparent, 
there must be a remedy. If there is one 
among the readers of The Times who feels 
that he has a way out of the difficulty, it 
would be a public benefit to state it.

E ADAMSON BILL AGAIN. 

One contention “of the railway train 
hands, which they maintain cannot be an- 
swered, is that by a general strike those who 
participate in it simply exercise their indis- 
putable right to quit their employment, and, 
in behalf of government ownership and con- 
duct of railroads, it is urged that railroad 
workmen in order to obtain jobs might be 
required to enlist for a stated term, and 
would then occupy the same status as sol- 
diers who could be court-Martialed and pun- 
ished for desertion. 

On the other hand there never has been 
a general strike in industrial occupations 
where the hiring by the employers of hew 
men has not been followed by scenes of 
great disorder, that on such occasions the 
disorderly elements of the community, par- 
ticularly in the large cities, are let loose, 
and abundant opportunity is offered for vio- 
lation of the law, not necessarily by mem- 
bers of the brotherhoods, but by criminal 
and disorderly people who seize the oppor- 
tunity for destruction and violation of the 
public peace in conditions of commotion. 
This tendency of strikers and their sym- 
pathizers to insult and assault peaceful 
workers who accepted the jobs that the 


“strikers abandoned has been repeatedly - 


lustfated on this coast and in eastern cen- 
ters, but while such acts may be punished 
they cannot be prevented by what would, if 
it were lawful, be the simple process of pre- 
venting a laborer under contract to serve a 
specific term from violating his contract by 
quitting employment.

the employer or the employed. The issuance 
of such an injunction would be an unwar- 
rantable invasion of one’s natural liberty. 
One placed under such constraint would be 
in a condition of involuntary servitude, a 
condition which the supreme law of the land 
says shall not exist within the United States 
or any place subject to ite jurisdiction. 

If the United States Supreme Court shall 
declare the Adamson law to be unconstitu- 
tional it is not probable that Congress will 
be menaced into the enactment of a substi- 
tute for it. Congressman Bennet of New 
York City voted against the Adamson law. 
He declared that its passage would be the 
worst blow ever delivered to organized labor 
and that the method by which its passage 
was being procured was a “shot gun pro- 
cedure.” He compared the action of the 
train hands to that of a mob in Lima, O., 
which took the Sheriff of that county from 
his home with a noose around his neck in 
the effort to force him to deliver one of his 
prisoners over to them, and beat him into 
unconsciousness because he refused to vio- 
late hig oath of office. : 

Even if the Supreme Court should affirm 
the constitutionality of the Adamson law it 
will be up to Congress to repeal it, for, un- 
less it repeals it, it may next be called upon 
to advance the pay of the remaining 
1,600,000 men in the railroad industry, and 
if it does that, within a short time it will 
have to fix the pay of every employee of 
every factory in the United States that 
manufactures goods to go into interstate 
commerce—then We would have reached an 
advanced stage of governmental socialism 
and the legislative power of the government 
will have disappeared as an effective power 
from the government of the United States. 


ARD LINES. 

Whatever of individual liberty is left 
to British subjects residing in the United 
Kingdom is apparently about to be taken 
from them by a drastic government order 
to be issued under the broad authority of 
the act of Parliament known as “The De- 
fense of the Realm Act.” 

A telegram from Westminster states that 
a food controller is to be appointed with 
wide and dictatorial powers. He will have 
complete authority in acting as he thinks 
best in regard to food problems and will 
be enabled to proceed against any person 
who wastes or unnecessarily destroys any 
article. 

Other powers that the government will 
assume will be directed to prescribing the 
purposes for which an article shall or shall 
not be used and to controlling the manu 
facture of certain articles of food, partic- 
ularly flour. The government will also as- 
sume power to deal with the mode of sale 
and distribution of an article so that if it 
becomes necessary to embark on food tick- 
ets they will have: power given to do it 
without long and protracted discussion. 
Power will also be taken to regulate mar 
ket operations, if necessary, and to fix 
maximum prices. 

The government admits that these meas 
ures will work hardships, but asks the 
people to put up with them so that those 
who are giving far more for their country 
should be allowed to reach glorious victory. 

One of the problems which the operation 
of this drastic order will present will be 
that the number of compulsory enlistments 
of farm laborers has depleted the supply 
and caused a great advance in the wages 
of those remaining. This will increase the 
cost of producing food and if the govern- 
ment shall now decrease the price of the 
food below the cost of producing it the 
farmers will cease to produce any food be- 
yond what may be needed to supply their 
own families.

THE JEW AND THE WAR. 
[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.}

T A MOMENT when the great 
war for freedom seemed de- 
generating into a dog fight 

and a trade squabble, when the orig- 

inal quest of a conclusive peace had 

been replaced by the dream of a 
peace propped up on a commercial 

boycott, it is a relief to find Mr. 

Asquith lifting back the war to its 
initial plane of idealism. We are 

fighting, he has reasserted, to bring 

“protection to the weak, supremacy 

of right over force.” Civilized man- 

kind is once more declared to be a 

family, each state of which, great 

or small, is entitled to “free develop- 
ment under equal conditions and 
each in accordance with its own 
genius.” Here indeed id the only 
road for the peoples to a final peace. 

lt is embarrassing for the British 
protagonists of these noble and 


novel principles that they find them- 


selves leagured with two peoples 
the Russians and the Rumanians— 
peculiarly identified with the old re- 
gime of force, the first of which in- 
deed holds in subjection a million of 
the second. But if, as I trust, the 
secret treaty of alliance stipulates 
the restoration to Rumania of the 
bulk of bia, Mr. Asquith’s 
ideal will to that extent have been 
indicated. Unfortunately, however, 
the capital of this very territory is 
the notorious Kishinev, so that one 
section of itg habitants might only 
be passing from the fire to the fry- 
ing pan. For if Rumania has not 
massacred her Jews she has not hes- 
itated to deny them political rights, 
even though these rights were guar- 
anteed by the Berlin congress. That 
congress, which gave Rumania inde 
pendence on conditian of equalit 
for all citizens, irrespective of re 
did not foresee th@ingentous- 


citizens, but “foreigners.” For- 
eigners; when even Rumanian his- 
torians recount that Jews lived all 
over the future Dacia long before 
conquered it in 101! 

If Mr. Asquith's peroration is not 
to remain a mere pretext for ruining 
Germany the coming peace congress 
must pin Rumania to the evaded 


Principle of the congress of 1878. 


Still more urgently must this prin- 
ciple of equality of citizenship be 
applied to Russia, for here not a 
quarter of a million of Jews, but six 
millions, or half the Jews of the 
world, are concerned. The Jewish 


quith's programme. His “supremacy 
of right over force” and “free devel- 
opment under equal conditions” 
might well imply the readjustment 
of Russia's relations with all her 
subject races on a federal basis. But 
the Jew qua Jew demands no such 
radical reconstruction, only to be 
treated no worse than the others. His 
claim in the lands of his dispersion 
is in fact not positive, but negative. 
What he protests against is disquali- 
fication, exceptional legislation, in- 
ferior status. 

Religious rights are now conceded 
to the Jews everywhere in Europe— 
except in Spain and Portugal—trelli- 
gious persecution, which had at least 
a respectable motive, having degen- 
erated into mere race hatred. Civil 
rights—to occupy equaliy all posts 
and offices, to be admitted equally 
to schools and uwuniversties, and to 
live and travel anywhere—vary for 
the Jews in every country. Nowhere 
are they fully conceded; even 
to a free-born Briton like myself it 
is forbidden to enter Russia, though 
my books circulate freely in Russian 
translatjons. And the same chaos 
marks the political rights of the 
Jews, the rights to vote, sit in Par- 
liament, etc. Indeed, so haphazard 
and illogical is the whole European 
situation that a Jew of Russia, 
though he is liable to be massacred 
in the streets, may yet legislate in 
the Duma. The clarification of this 
situation on Mr. Asquith’s prince 
ples is a necessary item of the com- 
ing reconstruction of Europe. But it 
is more a European or a Christian 
problem than a Jewish problem. If 
Furope is to be readſusted on à ra- 
tional and national bas's the Jew 
cannot be teft to jar the symmetry 
or imperil the peace equilibrium. 
But for the Jew proper the only real 
problem is his return to national 
life, or toa missionary religion. The 
former may be partially achieved ff 
in countries where be exists in 
large, compact minorities he is ac- 
corded loca! autonomy, but ft cannot 
be fully attained without a territory 
of his own under his feet. This can- 
not be found for him in Puronve 
itself, but outside Europe, in Siberia, 
Canada, Auetralia or South Amer 
ica, there must be many empty, un- 
developed territories which a ra 
tional world would call upon him to 
colonize. an irrational world 
recognizes his traditional claim upon 
Palestine. His political claim may 
indeed be small, reposing enly upon 
a few agricultural colonies in an 
overwhelmingly Arab environment. 
But Arabs are more or less nomadic, 
while. the Jews represent a stable 
— — as well as an im- 
me aspiration, which would 
attract myriads of immigrants and 
millions of capital. If these 699,000 
Arabs could be expropriated or in- 
duced to trek into Arabia—for they 
move lightly would be the 
ideal solution of the gravest difficul- 
ty of Zionism.
